FN  ACCORDANCE  with  section  12  of  the  Bureau 
1-  of  Mines  Act,  examinations  for  efficiency  in  the 
practice  of  assaying  will  be  held  at  Victoria,  B.  C.,  on 
the  12th  day  of  December,  1910,  and  on  such  following 
days  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Examinations  will  cover  the  following  subjects,  and 
candidates  must  be  prepared  to  be  examined  in  all  of 
these  subjects : — 

(a. ) A knowledge  of  the  principles  of  inorganic  chem- 
istry. 
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(b.)  Sampling: 

Sampling  of  ores  or  furnace  products  and  the  reduc- 
tion and  preparation  of  sample  for  assay,  including 
also  the  melting  of  gold  dust  and  sampling  of  bar  for 
assay. 

(c.)  Qualitative  Determination: 

The  qualitative  determination  of  the  common  ele- 
ments in  ores  and  furnace  products. 

(d.)  Quantitative  Determination — A.ssaying: 

Bullion — Gold  bullion,  for  gold  and  silver; 

Copper  n for  copper,  gold  and  silver; 

Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Goal : 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  furnace  products: 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays — 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method. 

Copper,  by  electrolitic,  colormetric  and  volumetric 
(cyanide  or  other  approved)  methods.

ERTIFICATE. 

A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  fee  ($15),  be  issued  to  each  suc- 
cessful candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be  considered 
as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in  British  Columbia ; 
and  notice  is  hereby  given  that  only  those  holding  such 
certificate  of  proficiency  or  licence  will  be  allowed  to 
act  as  assayers  in  this  Province,  under  penalty,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Act. 

Exemption  irom  Examination. 

In  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of  section  12  of 
the  Act,  graduates  of  certain  Schools  of  Mines  and 
Colleges  may  be  exempt  from  examinations,  and  may, 
upon  satisfying  the  examiners,  as  provided  in  the  Act, 
receive  such  certificate  of  competency  or  licence,  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  therefor  ($15). 

The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  practical 
assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Department  of  Mines 
will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and  chemicals  usually 
necessary,  it  will  not  undertake  to  provide  any  special 
or  unusual  appliances  or  chemicals  which  might  be 
called  for,  and  if  a candidate  should  require  such  he 
will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  iveights  as  they  may  require,  as 
these  ivill  not  be  furnished  at  the  examination. 

The  Department  of  Mines  will  make  no  charge  for 
the  use  of  chemicals  or  apparatus,  but  a candidate  will 
be  charged  for  all  breakages  or  unnecessary  loss  caused 
by  him.

Any  one  of  the  following  persons  is  held  to  be 
duly  qualified:  (a)  Members  and  late  members  of 
the  Nobel  Committee  of  the  Norwegian  Parliament, 
as  well  as  the  advisers  appointed  at  the  Norwegian 
Nobel  Institute;  (b)  Members  of  Parliament  and 
Members  of  Government  of  the  different  States, 
as  well  as  Members  of  the  Interparliamentary 
Union  ; (c)  Members  of  the  International  Arbitra- 
tion Court  at  the  Hague;  (d)  Members  of  the 
Commission  of  the  Permanent  International  Peace 
Bureau;  (e)  Members  and  Associates  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  International  Law;  (/)  University  pro- 
fessors of  Political  Science  and  of  Law,  of  History 
and  of  Philosophy  ; and  (g)  Persons  who  have 
received  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize.

Gentlemen, — We,  3'our  committee,  beg  to  report 
as  follows : — 

We  have  gone  carefully  through  the  Schedules 
“ A ” and  “ B ” of  the  “ I‘harmacy  Act,  1891,”  and 
Amendments,  1895,  1904,  and  1907,  and  acting 
upon  the  general  opinion  entertained  on  the  subject, 
have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  amended 
Schedules,  which  we  think  will  meet  with  the 
immediate  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
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(’ouncil,  when  milmiit IihI'  aceordiiiK  to  sec;.  17  of  (lie 
" I’haniiafy  Act.”  The  work  of  the  coimnittee,  u.s 
we  uudei'slooci)  it,  was  tluU  of  rearranging  rutlier 
than  deleting  or  a(Uiilion,  and  save  in  the  ijlacing 
of  Corrosive  Snhlinuite  (Antiseptic)  Tablets  and 
certain  medicines  sold  largely  in  pill  and  syrup 
form  in  Schedule  “ B ” under  certain  conditions, 
we  have  proposed  no  radical  changes.  We  may 
mention,  in  explanation,  that  it  appears  to  us  to 
guard  the  public  health  to  a greater  extent  to 
place  the  caution  “ poison  ” on  these  articles,  with 
the  name  and  addlri^ss  of  the  chemist  and  druggist, 
as  will  be  necessary  by  the  proposed'  amended  law, 
than  to  have  them  scattere<l  broadcast  with  no 
cautionary  label  whatever,  as  at  the  present  time.

Permits  for  cutting  poplar  may  be  granted  to 
actual  settlers  and  also  for  the  erection  of  schools 
and  churches  in  rural  districts.  Permits  for  species 
other  than  poplar  may  be  granted  to  actual  settlers 
living  within  fifty  miles  of  the  nearest  boundary 
of  any  reserve.  Except  as  hereinafter  specifically 
provided,  any  timber  so  granted  shall  be  for  the 
sole  use  of  the  permittee  upon  the  land'  occupied 
by  him. 

'Section  33  of  the  said  regulations  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows  : — 

The  word's  “ ten  inches  breast  high  or  at  four 
and  one-half  feet  from  the  ground  ” in  the  sixth 
and  seventh  lines  thereof  to  be  struck  out  and!  the 
following  substituted  therefor,  “ twelve  inches  at 
the  stump.” 

The  words  “ No  log  to  exceed  twelve  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  butt  ” in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  lines  thereof  are  struck  out  and  the 
following  words  are  ad'ded ; “ on  reserves  in  the 
Province  of  Manitoba  poplar  only ; on  other 
reserves  poplar  and  jack  pine  only.”

British  Columbia,  of  certain  land  in  T'ownship  21, 
Ranges  22  and  23,  west  of  (5th  meridian,  and  set 
out  in  the  accompanying  Schedule  marked  “ A,” 
comprising  an  aggregate  area  of  2,705.51  acres; 
the  sale  of  these  lands  to  be  at  $1.00  per  acre  and 
upon  the  following  conditions: —

In  regard  to  the  additional  parcels  of  land 
set  out  in  Schedule  “ B,”  he  reported  that  these 
lands  were  absolutely  useless  for  cultivation  with- 
out water ; that  water  could  only  be  put  on.  through 
the  irrigation  system  of  the  Barnes  Estates  Lim- 
ited : and  he  recommended  that  as  their  main  canal 
would  cross  some  of  these  additional  parcels  applied 
for,  and  as  they  were  all  necessary  to  round  out 
and  complete  the  lands  set  out  in  Schedule  “ A,” 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  should  sell  these 
additional  parcels  at  one  dollar  per  acre  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  entire  irrigation  project. 

The  Minister,  in  view  of  the  excellent  bond  fide 
w'ork  done  to  date  by  this  Company,  and  in  view 
of  the  Departmental  Engineer’s  favourable  report, 
recommends  that  he  be  authorised  to  sell  the  5S1 
acres,  set  out  in  Schedule  “ B ” hereto  attached, 
to  the  Barnes  Estates  Limited,  at  one  dollar  per 
acre,  and  on  the  following  special  conditions  : — 

(a.)  The  applicant  to  proceed  with  the  irriga- 
tion project  already  under  way  to  cover  all  the 
irrigable  lands  set  out  in  Schedule  “ A ” and  “ B ’’ 
hereto  attached,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior. 

(6.)  Upon  the  completion,  on  or  before  the  1st 
October,  1911,  of  the  irrigation  system  to  cover  all 
the  remaining  irrigable  lands  in  Schedule  “ A,”  and 
also  the  irrigable  portions  of  the  additional  lands 
set  out  in  Schedule  “ B,”  the  applicant  to  pay  into 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  the  balance  of  75 
cents  per  acre  on  all  the  lands,  when  the  remaining 
unpatented  lands  in  said  Schedules  “ A ” and  “ B ” 
will  be  patented. 

The  Committee  submit  the  same  for  approval.

Westminster  District ; thence  southeidy  along  the 
east  boundary  of  said  lands  ownetl  by  the  Victoria, 
Vancouver,  and  Eastern  Railway  Company,  a dis- 
tance of  685  feet,  and  having  a width  of  66  feet  on 
the  east  side  of  said  line.

Rule  76. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any
